When a heavy cold reaches the completely 
‘‘ stuffed up” stage relief can be obtained 
by inhaling menthol steam. Menthol crystals 
are very expensive, but a quarter of an ounce 
supplies enough for many occasions. . 

Two or three (not more) of the tiny crystals 
are put in a quart basin or jug and boiling 
water is added. The steam should be inhaled 
with a towel over the head and the jug to 
keep the steam concentrated, but care must 
be taken to keep it out of the eyes, for it is 
very strong.

“MASLIN.” 


To-day, and for many vears past (except- 
ing the brief, distasteful period of 
“dilution ” during the Great War), the 
bread consumed by the people of these 
islands is composed of wheat, but it was 


only through the course of centuries that- 


wheaten bread became the ordinary food 
of the conntry. In early centuries the 
bread of the mass of the people was nearly 
always composed of a mixture of grains, 
and often included not only what we re- 
gaurd as cereals, but peas and beans, and 
sometimes buckwheat. As late as 1870, 
Arthur Young, in his “ Six Months’ Tour 
Through the North of England,’’ mentions 
loaves composed of wheat and peas, barley 
and peas, barley and rye, oats and barley, 
and wheat and barley. It was a usual 
pfactice in the English Middle Ages to 
sow two particular grails together, and 
not merely to mix the different grains in 


the jorm of meal alter they had been 
ground at the mill. The resultant crop 
was known as ‘‘drage.”” The most 


common and most widespread mixture was 
that of the bread corns, wheat and rye. 
This was known as “ maslin,’’ which word 
is derived from the late Latin mirtilio, or 
old French miscelin, meaning a mixture. 
Dr. Johnson 's dictionary defines maslin as 
** mixt corn.” 

“ Monkcorn,” was also another term 
used to distinguish this mixture of grains. 
This term did not, as is sometimes sup- 
posed, indicate the bread used by tie 
monks, buí was a corruption of the 
“ mancorn ” of the Middle Ages, and is a 


purely Teutonic word. “ Mancorn,” 
“muncorn,” or “ mengcorn,’’ is simply 
mingled grain, “man.” “mun” or 


“meng ” being the same word as the first 
syllable of * mongrel.’’ 

In olden days bread was of several 
varieties, and the social position of a 
person could, in most cases, be deducted 
from the kind of bread used in his house- 
hold. In Henry Bests’ ‘‘ Farming Book™ 
we see this differentiation :— 

‘For the folks’ puddings : barley. 

“ For our bread and for the folks” piecrusts: 
maslin. 

** For our own pies : best wheat.’’ 

Gower, the poet, who was himself of the 
upper middle classes, wrote thus in 1375: 
“The world goeth fast irom bad to worse. 
Labourers of old were not wont to eat of 
wheaten bread: their meal wax of beans 
or coarser corn, and their dritikk of water 
alone. Ha! age of . ours!. Whither 
turnest thou? For the poor, small folk 
who should cleave to their labour, demand 
to be better fed than their masters.”

Half-a-lozen centuries ago bread was 
of several degrees of “ bolting’ (fine. 
ness) and colour. The finest and 
whitest was known as simnel bread. 
or, in the thirteenth and Wfour- 
teenth centuries, «as pain demayy, 
corrupted from panis dominicus, “the 
Lord’s bread.” because on every fine loaf 
was impressed a symbolical figure of the 
Saviour. This was the food of the élite. 
The next in quality was the wastel bread 
used by the wealthier middle classes. 
Then came a light bread. a little inferior 
in quality, known as French bread or 
puffe. Next came crocket, so called 
because it bore a baker’s seal, or crocket, 
as demanded by regulations. Fourte, 
Trete, Black and Horse bread were 
inferior qualities consumed by the poorer 
classes. The finest wheaten bread. has. 
almost invariably through the centuries, 
been the chosen variety for the sacra- 
mental bread used in the Holy 
Communion Service and for the Host in 
the Mass. Cardinal John de Luyo, the 
sixteenth century theologian, writes: 
“And though some have thought that 
bread from any wheat-like grain (grano 
hegre suffices—as, for instance 
arley, millet and others—yet there can 
hardly be any doubt entertained as to this 
since the Decree of Florence, where it is 
expressly stated that the matter of the

This ation 
demanded the repealing of the obnoxious 
system of Customs duties and taxation 
in force at the time, which system Lord 
John Russell described as “ the blight of 
commerce, the bane of agriculture, the 
source of bitter divisions among classes, 
the cause of penury, fever, morthlity and 
crime among the people.” The Corn 
Laws were repealed in 1846, and the day 
of the cheap loaf began. 

If the yearly service proposed by El 
Duce is celebrated, it will not be an 
innovation, as it is widely believed that 
Lammas Day is derived from the old 
Saxon word Hlafmaesse, signifying ‘‘ loaf- 
mass’’ or “ bread-mass,’’ because on that 
day our forefathers made an offering of 
bread made from new wheat. Blount 
says: ‘‘ Lammas Day, the 1st of August, 
is called Alafmass, that is ‘loaf’ or 
‘bread mass.’ Such signifies a feast of 
thanksgiving for the first fruits of the 
corn,” It was observed with bread of 
new wheat, and in some places tenants 
were obliged to send new wheat to their 
lord on or before the first day of 
August. 


HOT CROSS BUNS, 


There are many ancient local customs, 
some still observed, connected with 
bread, buns and cakes. Chief on the list 
come hot-cross buns, still sold, and eaten 
on Good Friday, to the old refrain:— 
**One-a-penny buns,

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INFLUENZA DANGER 


IN IRELAND, 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 
SPREAD OF DISEASE, 


eine 
OFFICIAL WARNING ‘TO 
WEDIVAL OFFICERS. 


—— 


The. track of the influenza epidemic 
now lies dangerously near Ireland, and, 
perhaps, has reached this country. The 
course of the new plague's advance is 
being watched with anxiety by medical 
authorities. | 

Full instructions with regard to 
measures to be taken locally wherever the 
disease appears, with the object of curtail- 
ing the spread of infection, have been 
issued to local medical and sanitary 
yuthorities by the medical branch of the 
Free State a of Local Govern- 
ment and Health. 

The closing of schools is one of the 
moasures that may be necessary in the 
event of a grave onset of the disease in 
any district; and the holding of a wake 
is to be prohibited in the case of a death 
irom the disease. 

In a statement by the Chief Medical 
ofcer of Health, the need of carefulness 
after recovery from influenza, not only 
against spreading infection, but also 
against the danger of grave complications, 
1% emphasised. 


HOW IT IS CARRIED. 


OFFICIALS ON THE ALERT. 

rhe Chief Medical Officer of Health, of the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health, informed an drieh 7'imes representa- 
five that the spread of influenza was closely 
by the Department, and the 
epidemicological reports. of the League of 
\ations and the International Office, Paris, 
snd the Central Bureau, Washington, Were 
carefully studied, 

Influenza, it was pointed out, is spread 
jvectly from person to person. Germs are 
opesent in the throat and in the nasal and 
pronchial discharges, aud are transmitted 
Ly droplet infection, by coughing, sneezing, 
ind. even, talking. Increased facilities for 
vasport of human beings have multiplied the 
opportunities for the introduction and spread 
1 communicable diseases from place to place, 
and render a forecast more difficult. The 
nfectibility of the disease is always high, but 
the virulence of the infection varies consider. 
ably, so that in one epidemic the proportion of 
fatal cases to the total number of persons 
attacked may be very high, whilst in another 
ihe proportion of deaths to ccses would be 
emall. The pandemic visitation of influenza 
that reached Ireland in the autumn of 1918 
‘as carried to Belfast by troops returning 
‘rom abroad. It spread rapidly from there 
along the main route of travel to Lisburn, 
Lurgan, Newry and Dublin, and more slowly 
o the adjacent rural areas. 

Kebreathed air favours the spread of in- 
ection, and in this way the infectibility and 
virulence of the disease is increased in cold 
eather, when there is a tendency for crowd- 
ve over fires in ill-ventilated houses, 

DEPARTMENT'S CIRCULAR. 

The Department of Local Government and 
Public Health recently issued a circular 
etter to all sanitary authorities, detailing 
the precautions to be. taken against the 
spread of the infection, and recommending 
the sanitary authorities to formulate a 
scheme for the organisation and co-ordination 
al all medical, nursing and health services 
available in their districts. 

The following leaflet was also issued by the 
Department to sanitary authorities :— 

INFLUENZA. 

Wuar Jt Is :--A highly contagious disease, 
venevally spreod by dissemination of dis- 
‘harges from the vose and throat, chiefly. 
through coughing and sneezing, aud through 
contact between the sigk and the well, It 
Aarts like an ordinary cold; therefore, if you 
lave a cold in the head and feel feverish, go 
to bed and seud for the doctor. 

How to Avorw fr :—Avoid overcrowded 
places, cinueroas, theatves and public con- 
evences, Avoid infected houses and people 
“ho are coughing and sneering. 

Keep ihe mouth and teeth clean by the 
use Of antiseptic gurgles and mouth-washes 
a few «lrops ot Condy’s Fiuid and a pinch 
of salt in a Sal oí water is useful). 

Keep the feet dry and avoid chills. Keep 
it; take good, nowishing food; live and 
sleep it warm, but well-ventilated, rooms. 
Avoid excessive use of alcohol. Keep your- 
elf and your house clean. Do not attend 
the wake of a person who has died of 
nfluenzra. 

Ir Arrackep—Go to bed, and call a doctor. 
Keep your window open, but avoid the 
draught. Have all unnecessary furniture 
removed from your room. Forbid all visitors ; 
Keep very quiet. 

Do not Jeave your bed till at least three 
Jays atter you teel perfectly well, or until 
sour doctor tells you. . For the protection oí 
others guard the mouth and nostrils when 
cousbing or sneezing. Do not spit except 
nto a bandkerchief or suitable vessel con. 
‘Aining an antiseptic. 

COMPLICATIONS. 

The most serious complication of influenza, 

was slated, is spetic pneumonia. The 
notification. of pneumonia and  influenza- 
pneumonia is made obligatory by an order 

ai the Department. The poison of influenza, 
‘ven after a mild attack, remains in the 
system for varying periods, and weakened 
organs ave rendered susceptible to other 
ufections. Again, any undue exertion, soon 
ifter an attack of influenza, such as hurrying 
io trains—-especially up steps—or golfiing, 
nay permanently, or for a ama) period, dis. 
ble the weakened cardiac muscles, which, at 
‘his period, require rest. 
SUGGESTER PRECAUTIONS. 

In the circular letter of the Department 
he following precautions are suggested :— 

“Children from infec houses should be 

warned not to attend school, and in cases of 
epidemic outbreaks in rural areas and smal! 
urban districts where the children have few 
opportunities of coming in contact with each 
other outside the school, the closure of the 
schools during the continuance of the epidemic, 
might be recommended. Members of house- 
holds where the disease is present should be 
advised not to attend cinemas or other 
crowded places or assemblies, nor should they 
visit upnecssarily other houses whilst the 
disease is in their homes. 

“Where a death occurs from the disease 
vr from any complication thereof, warning 
should be given to the relatives of the de- 
ceased that the holding of a wake is not to 
sá permitted in view of the státutory pro- 
"bitiíon. 

" After a case of influenza a thorough wash- 
ing and cleansing of rooms and of washable 
articles therein, together with bedding and 
wearing apparel is necessary. As fresh air 
dilutes and dissipates infective material the 
‘ick room should at all times be thoroughly 
ventilated—both during and after the attack. 

CONTACTS. 

‘In dealing with cases of influenza the 
necessity for the early isolation of the patient, 
and the protection of those in attendance on, 
or in contact with him, cannot be over 
emphasised. Where the patient is bein 
iursed et home he should be accommoda 
In a separate room, Persons coming in con- 
tact with the case, or who enter the sick room 
Should be careful to avoid becoming infected. 
The danger may be materially diminished by 
‘voiding inhalation of the patient's breath, 
and in addition the use of a simple antisceptic 
gargle may help to ward off infection. 
Gargling as a preventive measure is useful, 
but its value as a safeguard must not 
over-estimated. A simple gargle can be ma 
by adding enough permanganate of potash to 
a tumbler of water to give it a faint pink 
colour (1 part of permanganate in 6,000). A 
small pinch of common salt should be added 
fo this solutibn, which in addition to ne 
= 4s a vargle should be drawn up throug 
the nostrils and ejected by the mouth.

He said that Mr. Mar 
tin McDonogh, T.D., Galway, had on occa 
sions used his own men to unload cara) 
boats for him, and the Irish Union had made 
no effort to have that stopped. Mr. -Gii- 
lespie, he said, had now given a guarantee 
that boats would be stopped in Liverpow' .f 
Mr. McDonogh again used his own employes 
to unload the boats in Galway during a 
dockers’ dispute. 

The Chairman replied that he had neve 
yet known an instance where boats were held 
up in England in the interests «f Irish 
workers. He referred to the fact that his 
Uniou had been the first to bring to th: 
notice of the Galway dockers the bette 
wages they were entitled to receive under 
the Shaw award. 

In reply to another question, Aldermar 
O’Brien said that he could assure them thet 
for every pound contributed to the Irish 
Union by Galway workers thirty shiliings 
had been expended by the Union.

At a largely attended meeting of the 
Executive of the Irish Beet Growers’ 
Association, Ltd. held in Carlow on 
Saturday, the previous decision of that 
body was reaffirmed, Yejecting the Trish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company’s offer o/ 
44s. per ton for sugar beet in 1929-30, and 
calling upon members and all prospective 
growers not to give any undertaking, 
written or verbal, to grow beet at such an 
inadeyuate price, 

The Chairman, Mr. Cobbe, emphasised 
the fact that the Association was out to 
help the factory and, if possible, make it 
& success, All they asked was a reason- 
able price which would enable them to 
row beet and make a fair profit, and they 

lieved it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to see that they were paid such a 
price as would ensure that state of 
affairs. 

Another speaker said that he would not 
regret the closing of the factory if it 
would lead to something better, such as 
the development of the sugar industry on 
national lies. 

A reduction in the acreage under beet 
was foreshadowed by some speakers, fail- 
ing a suitable settlement with the factory.

COMPARISON WITH ENGLISH 


FACTORIES. 


Mr. W. A. M. Cobbe, Leix, Chairman of 
the Association, who presided, said that 
further negotiations regarding new contracts 
had taken place between the Standing Execu- 
tive and the factory, and these had definitely 
broken down, the factory refusing point- 
blank to give any increase on their offer 
of 44s. per ton, and the Standing Committee 
refusing on behalf of the growers to accent 
that Eas The factory directors said that 
they believed they could get the acreage re- 
uired outside the Association, and would 
eal directly with farmers. 

“Under these circumstances,’ said Mr, 
Cobbe, ‘‘ we have no option but to anticipate 
the factory, and we issued through the daily 
Press a warning to farmers not to make any 
contracts except through your Association.”’ 
They met that day in a grave crisis to con- 
sider and devise means to insure that no 
farmer would grow beet at an uneconomic 
price, 

“T say advisedly,”’ declared the speaker, ‘‘re- 
cognising its gravity, that any farmer who 
goes behind the back of the Association and 
makes contracts with the factory to grow beet 
is a traitor to the agricultural interests of his 
country, and should be branded as such. Any 
such action will prejudice farmers from 
getting their fair proportion of the subsidy 


produced by the taxpayers of the Saorstat 
from Donegal to Cork, and put it in the 


pockets of the capitalists of the sugar com- 
pany, who openly stated they wanted large 
dividends, and uot a paltry ten or twelve 
per cent. on their money. 

‘It is your business to see that these 
gentlemen shall be made to give a fai price 
to farmers for their beet, and to carry out 
the primary intentions of the Government, 
when they granted the large subsidy to help 
agriculture. The 44s, per ton now offered .s 
totally inadequate to pay for oe and 
deiivering the crop, and will entail a heavy 
loss on the country, greatly to the benefit «f 
the factory.” 

REPLY TO FIRM’S CIRCULAR. 

In the letter which had been issued by the 
factory there were some statements which 
could not be allowed to pass without com- 
ment, 

“ They state,’’ said Mr. Cobbe, “that sugar 
has dropped £5 in price. They do not tell 
you that at the time they made the agree- 
ment with the Government sugar was about 
the same level as now, and obviously their 
calculations were partly based on that. Sugav 
went up considerably since, but the factory 
did not pass on to the grower any part of 
this extra profit. The circular does not 
tell you that, having calculated for approxi- 
mately 20,000 tons of sugar in the first three 
years at a subsidy of £24 10s., they will have 
manufactured and got the largest subsidy on 
approximately 60,000 tons, or an extra profit 
of £2 per ton on W,000 tons, equalling 
£60,000 extra profit.” 

“ The factory and the Government made an 
agreement that only 10,000 tons of sugar is 
to be subsidised in 1929-30 and 1930-31, but 
this they knew over four years ago, The 
drop in the subsidy is only £2 per ton on 
sugar, or about five shillings on beet, of 
which it is only reasonable that the grower 
should be asked to bear no more than half, 
or 2s. 6d. per ton—not the twenty shillings 
which the circular states. This means, on 
the first three years’ prices, that the price 
they should pay for the new contract is 
51s. 6d. per ton. But, having regard to the 
fact that the profits have been excessive, we 
state that the factory can afford to give us 
54s. a ton, even with the drop of £2 in the 
subsidy. 

COMPARISON WITH ENGLAND. 
“The factory makes comparison with 
English prices. They do not tell you that 
the price for excess of 15) per cent. of sugar 
rises 3s. and 3s. 4d. per unit over that per- 
centage. They do not tell you that some 
months ago, owing to the great discontent in 
England, the English Government appointed 
a Commission to investigate the whole ques- 
tion, and it found that farmers had lost over 
£3 per statute acre on a basic price of 54s. 
per ton, nor do they tell you that in that 
period the Commission found that the 
factory had made over £1,500,000 gross profit 
“Tt is obvious from these reasons that, if 
farmers of this country accept the ridiculous 
price, they will become slaves for foreign 
capitalists. We want a fair profit on our 
Jabour. The factory can afford to give us 
a price for our beet, which will enable us 
to make it, and it is up to us to see that 
they do so. The factory directors candidly 
admit that their aim is to keep up the high 
rate of profits. To do this it must be ct 
the growers’ expenses—the growers must 
bear all the drop in price of subsidy and 
sugar. 

‘What does 44s. mean to the grower '— 
Taking an average of 17 per cent. sugar, the 
price offered eqnals 47s. 9d. per ton. The 
average yield last year was «a little over 
seven tons per statute acre. The gross sum 
to the farmers on this basis is £16 14s. 9u. 
‘The cost of producing the acre of beet and 
delivering at the factory is from £21 to 
£25 10s.; say an average of £23 10s. This 
means a loss of £6 15s. ód. per acre; or, if 
the yield is eight tons, the loss is £135 17s. 6d. 
per acre. A very significant fact in con- 
nection with these estimates is that the yields 
are based on the contracted acreage. It is 
a notorious fact that a very large quantity 
of beet has been grown outside the con- 
tracts, and if you add this to the contracted 
acreage you will at once see that the yield per 
acre is considerably reduced, proving a 
further loss. | 

COMMITTING SUICIDE. 

‘‘T ask you in all seriousness to use every 
means in your power to prevent farmers com- 
mitting suicide by entertaining any suc - pro- 
posal ut 44s. per ton. My own county of Leix 
has set you an example by unanimously re- 
fusing, to make any contracts outside the 
Association, and trusts that all the counties 
represented will show an undivided attitude 
in the matter, 

‘Finaliy, I want to emphasise the fact 
that our association is out to help the in- 
fustiy and to make it, if possible, a success. 
We recognise the value that it has been so 
far in giving empleyment throughout the 
counties coticerned, and there is no desire on 
our part to do anything unreasonable to in- 
turfere with it. All we ask is a reasonable 
price, which will enable us to grow beet and 
make a fair profit, and we believe that it is 
the duty of the Government to see that this

There is a striking analogy between the 
Flemish problem and the Irish problem 
as it existed before the war. ‘Flanders is 
mainly an agricultural area, comparatively 
poor, with a Roman ‘Catholic population 
of Germanic extraction. Walloonia is 
industrial, comparatively rich, and its 
population is composed largely of Liberals 
of the Latim race. The movement in 
favour of independence is being led by 
the younger priests, who are keeping the 
language issue in the forefront of their 
programme. They, and those who support 


Flanders under a federal system of which 
King Albert shall be the head. Others, 
more extreme in their views, insist that 
Flanders shall become absorbed in 
Holland; but this attitude is unpopular 
among the people, inasmuch as the Dutch 
are blamed for their alleged sympathies with 
Germany during the war, and, further- 
more, feeling has been fairly high of 
recent years concerning the problem of 
fishing and other rights in the Scheldt. 
Before the war Belgium had two chief 
political parties—the Liberals and the 
Roman Catholics. Both these parties 
continue to exist; but Socialists and 
Communists have grown considerably, and 
now the policy of the Activists cuts right 
across the old lines of demarcation. The 
Roman Catholics, who are Walloons, 
are opposed bitterly to the Fleming 
Nationalists, -while those Flemings who 
are, or were, Liberals are as keenly 
interested in the claim for autonomy as 
their Roman Catholic fellows. The 
Brussels Government, recognising the 
growing strength of the movement, has 
introduced various measures foreshadow- 
ing eventual autonomy; but the election 
of August Bormsin Antwerp will be likely 
to retard, rather than to hasten, further 
concessions, 


The Motorist’s Year. 


At this season every motorist is sensible 
once more to the cal] of the country. The 
lengthening days and brightening skies set 
him thinking of the land beyond the hills 
that he sees from the streets of Dublin, 
Belfast or Cork. He recalls last year’s 
excursions and meditates plans for the 
coming spring and summer. The over- 
hauling of his car in its winter quarters— 
or the purchase of a new car—is his imme- 
diate concern. Throughout Ireland dealers 
now are beset with inquiries. Small cars 
of low power are in growing favour— 
evidence that the practice of motoring is 
extending to new classes and that the 
social amenities of other lands are grow- 
ing in our own. So long, however, as 
crushing import taxes are imposed on 
motor vehicles and parts thereof, motoring 
never can be enjoyed so widely in the 
Free State as in Northern Ireland and in 
Great Britain. The number of persons in 
Southern Ireland who are in a position 
to indulge the inclination to take up 
motoring during the coming season is 
truncated by the wide margin that is 
represented by Mr. Blythe’s imposts. By 
this fact the standard of living among the 
middle classes in the Free State is 
depressed sharply in one considerable 
particular. If Mr. Blythe’s next Budget 
should remove this unfortunate tax on 
private and public transport, the year 
1929 would be memorable for a notable 
advance towards national enjoyment of 
the amenities of material progress. It 
would be interesting to discover whether 
private cars now in use in Ireland aro 
employed more largely—apart from their 
routine daily work—for the carrying of 
country people to the cities or of city 
people to the country. Every motorist 
who has driven widely in Ireland, and is 
familiar with the practice of car-owners 
in England, must have reflected that far 
from their proper use is made of the fine 
roads which now run from end to end of 
this country. The pleasures of motoring 
in England are curtailed by the crowded 
condition of the highways; yet hundreds 
of thousands of English families wisely 
make use of every week’s end to enjoy a 
change of scene and air by means of 
motor journeys to agreeable rural or sea- 
side resorts. The week’s end sees the 
most charming resorts in Ireland virtually 
deserted save during those holiday months 
when tourists from overseas are among 
us. It must be feared that the 
reputation of Irish hotels for costliness 
and lack of hospitality accounts largely 
for the poor use that Irishmen make of 
their-own country’s resources. Perhaps, 
‘the habit of the week's end holiday 
could be popularised in Ireland if 
a lead were given by the most comfortable 
hotels in seeking to attract the motorist. 
To this end it would be well to dispense 
with those garage charges which, although 
petty enough, amount to a hint that the 
motoring visitor is just so much less 
welcome than he who arrives, bag in hand, 
on foot. Among the benefits which would 
accrue from a development of the 
practice of trips at the week’s end would 
be a bombardment of indignation against 
the unnatural frontier that runs across 
Northern Ireland, discouraging the 
northern resident from visits to Bundoran 
and Greenore, and making, for the 
southern resident, forbidden ground of 
Rostrevor and the Erne.

Transatlantic Travel, 


More than eighteen years: ago public 
opinion was impressed very much when 
the Mauretania established a new “ record ”’ 
by crossing the Atlantic in 4 days 10 
hours 41 minutes. Since then this 
“record "’ has been lowered slightly by 
the Mauretania itself, as well as by other 
liners, but an average speed of thirty 
miles an hour still is considered highly 
satisfactory for the Atlantic passage. 
Much is heard nowadays of the speed 
craze, but transport, either on land or 
seg, really is not very much faster than 
it was twenty years ago. Probably, how- 
ever, there has been a“ considerable 
improvement in comfort. Even if trans- 
Atlantic air travel becomes a common- 
place, the Atlantic sea passage always 
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must remain a supremely important

| Several new leviathans now are being 


built-by the great shipping compariies, 
and there is a prospect of keen rivalry for 
the “‘record ” in speed. A writer in the 
Observer remarks that this rivalry would 
have been in full force about fourteen 
years ago but for the outbreak of the 
Great: War. The best efforts of naval 
architects and engineers to surpass one 
another are likely tobe seen in the course 
of the next few years. Two German 
ships, the Europa and the Bremen, which, 
it is anticipated, will be capable -of 
travelling 27 knots an hour, were 
launched last August. They will do the 
trip between Southampton and New York 
in five days. The Mauretania then may 
lose the proud place that it has held so 
long, but plans already have been made 
for a ‘‘ super-Mauretania ’’ which will be 
capable of travelling at 28 knots, and 
which is to “ take the shine out of any- 
thing afloat.’”” The ‘‘ super-Olympic,”’ 
which was laid down in Belfast last 
summer, will be larger than any liner

Prohibition. 


The .enforcement of prohibition in 
America seems to be a labour of Hercules. 
In spite of the vigilance of the authorities 
it is- not denied that there are many 
flagrant violations of the law. If some of 
the remedies which are proposed by Jess 
responsible sections of public opinion 
were to be adopted, however, the cure 
would be worse than the disease. A Mr. 
William C. Durant recently offered £5,000 
as a prize for the best method of enforcing 
prohibition.’ Naturally, many people were 
ready to make. suggéstions. At least 
half the entries which were received 
were from .women—one of them from 
“a rum-runner’s deserted wife.” Some 
of the suggestions would necessitate 
legislation of a highly novel character. 
Reformers seemed~to find themselves in 
the dilemma of Gilbert’s Mikado, who 
hesitated between boiling oil and melted 
lead. Hanging and the electric chair 
were among the mildest of the proposals. 
A woman suggested that the Government 
should distribute poisoned liquor, with 
the co-operation of selected bootleggers— 
‘‘only a few hundred thousand persons 
would die, and it. would be worth it to 
secure the enforcement of prohibition.”’ 
Various zealots suggested that drinkers 
should be “ whirled in a machine,’ dosed 
with castor oil, “hung by. the’ tongue 
from an aeroplane,” and exiled to St. 
Helena. The last proposal surely is an 
injustice to a mighty shade—the same 
destiny for Napoleon and for the man who 
is discovered with a flask of home-made 
é hooch ”! More. serious and reasonable 
suggestions, of course, also were made by 


competitors. It is interesting to note

WASHERS AND BOLTS IN 
GLASGOW COLLECTION. 


It was announced yesterday that the total 
so far of the collection made by the Glasgow 
students on Saturday in aid of city charities 
was £15,873, about £600 less than last year, 
when the total created a “record.” This year 
the students, who had _ hoped to collect 
£20,000, were handicapped by the absence of 
many of their numbers ill with influenza.

The 


Telegram Rates. 

The reintroduction of the penny post 
seems an impossibility at present, but 1% 
is understood that the Postmaster-General 
is considering whether it will be possible 
to reduce, or to revise, telegram rates. 
Many business and industrial organisa- 
tions have made representations to tiw 
Post Office urging lower rates, pointing out 
that increased business would result. For 
the past six years the Telegraph Depart- 
ment has shown a heavy loss, and it 13 
probable that such will be the case during 
the present year, so that an increased 
revenue would be welcome. The Assecia- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce 1s moving 
in the matter, and intends to ask sir 
William Mitchell-Thompson what is being 
done with the report of a committee which 
was set up some time ago to consider the 
question. This report suggested possible 
economies with a rebate on business tele- 
grams, but its recommendations have not 
been adopted. 


The Duke of Gloucester. 


Mr. A. Sydney Waller, one of the best 
known hunters in Central Airica, wie 
arranged the shooting trip for the Duke «f 
Gloucester, arrived at Salisbury, South 
Africa. on December 21st, when he gave 
séme interesting details. His account 
shows that the party, consisting only of 
the Duke, his Equerry, Captain Brook, 
and Mr. Waller, left Nairobi in two cars, 
accompanied by three motor trucks, and 
journeyed in all 1,300 miles along very 
bad roads. They covered between 130 and 
200 miles daily, taking a day for shooting 
whenever they felt inclined. After the 
road journey they embarked in native-duz- 
out canoes, and spent three weeks on thé 
rivers, enjoying excellent wild fow! shoot- 
ing from the boats. They were s iar 
away from civilisation when the King fell 
ill that it took a native police boy, riding 
80 miles on an old “ push”’ bicycle, an 
then two days in a cance, a week to reach 
the Duke’s camp with the first news. Mr. 
Waller stated that they were then in the 
swamps around Lake Bangweulu, in the 
Belgian Congo. They saw altozether 19 
Jions and thousands of big game. The 
Duke’s bag consisted of 23 different 
varieties of game, including three /10ns 
and a couple of buffalo. He could have 
shot a great deal more, but was dead 
against unnecessary slaughter. 


Reparations. 

Arrangements for the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the Reparations Committee to be 
held in Paris are now taking definite 
shape. Sir Esme Howard, it 1s under 
stood, has received unofficial notification 
that no objection will be raised to Mr. 
Owen Young and Mr. J. Pierpont Morca" 
acting as representatives of the United 
States, and a joint invitation from the 
principal Allied Governments and Germany 
shortly will be addressed to the tw? 
American citizens mentioned. AÍr. 
Young and Mr. Morgan are in close co” 
tact with the views of American bankers, 
and fully informed as to the attitude ol 
the United States Government with ré 
gard to German reparation payments an 
the steps that should be taken to enable 
the obligations to be met. 


German Borrowings. 

From the time the Dawes plan was pu 
into operation to the end of 1927 German), 
according to her own statisticians, had . 
obtained from abroad in long and short 

loans about £580,000,000. Most of this 
was by way of loans, but some would be 
simply a return of German capital to !® 
home, consequent upon stabilised cond 
tions. Again, much may have been 
already repaid. A German paper, the 
BérseneCowiier, has published toe vr 
cipal estimated figures of the 1928 borre¥* 
ings. The figures are remarkable; fo 
they put German borrowings abroad ™ 
the year at £66,000,000 from the Unitel 
States, £7,000,000 from Holland, £6.700.000 
from Britain, and £3,300,000 from Switze™ 
land. The Agent-General for Reparat''" 
Payments calculates the long-term loans 
obtained by Germany between the yea 
1925 to the end of October, 1928, | 
£290,000,000. Experts in the City tit 
that German borrowing this year will 

on a considerably smaller scale tha at 
any time since 1924. This they consider de 
sirable, as Germany is to pay £125, 000,000 
reparations in a year, and interest ON 
heavy loans of the last few years will 
multiply the difficulties of transferring 
German payments over the exchange.

It had been rumoured for some time 
that 4 serious crux had arisen in connec- 
tion with the return of the British coins, 
but repeated inquiries in Free State 
oficial quarters were answered evasive] y— 
‘if at all. f 

In other quarters the report was scouted 
for the reason that it seemed incredible 
that Mr. Blythe would have introduced 
the new coinage without having first 
ratisfied himself that no such contingency 
would arise. 

It now appears very doubtful if he had 
any understanding with the Treasury 
authorities, or, if he had, it secms not 
to have been a very clear one. 

Actually, I am told, that when this 
question was first broached to the British 
Treasury, the Treasury authorities de 
clined to take back a single British coin 
at its face value. 


£1,000,000 OF BRITISH COINS. 
It is estimated that the face value of 


British coins in the Free State is about 
£1,000,000, and it would be an extremely 
serious matter for the Free State Exche- 
quer if the British authorities persisted in 
their refusal to take them back. 

At the outset an offer was made to 
accept them at their bullion value (which 
would not be very hi-h), and, for some 
time, I am told, the British authorities 
refused point-blank to exceed this offer. 

Meanwhile the Free State banks— 


many of whom hold considerable quan-, 


tities of the British coins in their vaults— 
were pressing the Currency Commission to 
relieve them of as big a proportion of 
them as possible. 

The situation was serious for the Free 
State Finance Ministry, and it is stated 
that earnest representations were made to 
the British Treasury with a view to end- 
ing the apparent deadlock. 

Eventually it was necessary for the 
Finance Minister to go in person to 
London with the. Attorney-General and the 
Chairman of the Currency Commission. 


MR. BLYTHE’S SILENCE. 

Mr, Blythe, through a London inter- 
viewer, vouchsafed the information that a 
“satisiactory settlement’’ had been 
reached, but since his return to Dublin 
he has preserved a  singular—indeed, 
almost remarkable—reticence regarding 
the result of his mission or the nature of 
the “satisfactory settlement’’ which is 
reported to have been concluded. He 
evaded all interviewers, and when [ called 
at his house last evening the Minister 
declined to be “seen.” 

In political circles it was suggested 
that the Treasury authorities had agreed 
to take back all the coins; at their face 
value, but if this were the case the 
Minister presumably would have been 
quite disposed to volunteer the simple 
p. of information. _ 

A compromise of some sort, in any case, 
seems to have been effected, and it may 
be that the Treasury has agreed to take 
back the greater proportion of the coins 
at face value and the remainder at the 

llion value, or, alternatively, to receive 
back all of them over a period of years.

The Prime Minister stated that Sir 
Henry Dobbs, the High Commissioner, 
had informed him a few days ago that 
Great Britain was unable to agree to the 
Iraqi demands, particularly those affect- 
ing the military agreement. 
The Prime Minister added that, in view 
of his declarations on this subject in Par- 
liament, he felt unable to continue in 
office, and would accordingly submit his 
resignation to the King on Monday. 
I understand that the Opposition 
leaders at present intend to decline to 
take office, if invited to do so, if that 
should involve them in unconditional 
acceptance of the British conditions. 
There are about twelve points in dis- 
pute, the chief difficulty being in connec- 
tion with defence. 
I am unofficially informed that Great 
Britain maintains that the higher com- 
mands in the Iraqi Army should only be 
held by officers agreeable to Great 
Britain, while Iraq is asked, when the 
state of her Treasury so permits, to make 
good the difference between the expense 
of maintaining British forces in Iraq and 
that of maintaining them at home. 
No agreement has as yet been reached 
about the railways, the port of Basra, or 
the Iraqi share of the cost. of maintenance 
of the British High Commissioner and his 
staff. 
In the general election in May last the 
present Prime Minister, who took office 
on January 11th, 1928, saw the return of 
seventy of his supporters, ten members 
of the Opposition and eight Indepen- 
dents.

Two. boys were drowned while skating 
on an old brick works pond at Maesteg, 
Glamorgan, on Saturday night last. 
They were Kenneth Tresize (15), of Office 
road, Maesteg, and Eric Morgan (11), of 
Upper street, Maesteg, both of whose 
fathers are unemployed. 
The boys, who had been skating for a 
short time, were in the middle of the 
pond, when suddenly the ice cracked and 
they went under. No one was near the 
pond at the time, except two younger 
boys, who had been watching them from 
They immediately rushed to 
some houses nearby, shouting for help. 
Mr. William Henry Evans, hearing 
their cries, leaped over his garden fence 
and reached the pond just in time to see 
Tresize struggling to get out of the ice, 
but in a moment the boy had thrown up 
his hands and disappeared. Mr. Evans 
rushed on to the ice, but it commenced 
breaking all around him, and he had to 
make for the bank. | 
Many willing helpers were soon on the 
scene, but they were powerless, as the ice 
broke whenever they ventured on it. Two 
ladders were fastened together, and, 
lying flat on them, Willie Walsh, aged 
sixteen, a member of the Ist Maesteg 
Troop of Boy Scouts, and another boy,

“ GOVERNMENT CANNOT 
HOLD ALOOF,” 


Mr. J. Noctor, who presided at the mass 
meeting of railwaymen in the Capel street 
Hall, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, re- 
ferred to Saturday’s meeting, and said 
that he was glad to see that virtually 
every delegate from the country had a 
mandate to fight the issue. The proposal 
to worsen the position of the: railwaymen 
was nothing short of treachery, and was 
nullifying the efforts of the men towards 
the co-operation sought by the railway 
company. They had lain down long 
enough, and it was time they gave their 
representatives a determined . mandate. 
When Dublin gave the lead, the rest of 
the country would follow. They should 
not’ be afraid to uphold their position, 
and it was only by solidarity and co- 
operation with their organisation that 
they could 'do that. 


_ BEST WAY TO PEACE. 
Mr. E. J. Meehan said that as railway 
workers they protested against the policy 
of the railway companiés who desired to 
““gack ” some of their oldest employés— 
the stalwarts of the union—and use the 
machinery for the settlement of the 
dispute as far as it affected the other 
workers. The workers’ representatives 
had suggested that they could add to the 
wisdom of the Councils of Management of 
the railways that they could see the waste- 
ful expenditure that was swamping up 
railway revenue. 
_ If the companies wanted peace in the 
industry, if they wanted the industry to 
develop, they should realise that the best 
way Of doing it was to improve the rela- 
tions between employer and employed, 
and it. was the duty of the workers to 
show them that they could not afford any 
reduction in their wages. 
The railway workers were prepared to 
meet the directors of the companies and 
discuss with them the best methods of 
settling the trouble, but they were not 
prepared. to allow old members of the rail- 
way companies to suffer any disservice 
whatever. The workers did not want to 
take upon themselves the responsibility of 
the strike weapon, but if it did come they 
would accept it, realising that the com- 
panies were unfair in their dealings with 
them, and had not acknowledged the 
sincerity of the men’s representatives.

In the recently published railway scheme 
of improved transport for the agricultural 


‘feared that there exists a serious met.ace 
to the trade of the remaining ports in 
Ireland outside Dublin. This, at any 
rate, is the opinion which prevails not 
only in the City of Cork, but also in the 
other export centres throughout the South 
and West of Ireland; and I am informed 
that a conference is being called, repre- 
sentative of the various port authorities 
concerned. 
The invitation to nominate delegates 
will be extended to the Harbour Commis- 
sioners of Waterford, Limerick, Galway 
and Fenit-Tralee; and it is anticipated 
that the meeting will be held in Cork 
early next month. 
The step has been taken in view of the 
Great Southern Railway Company's re- 
fusal to nominate a representative of the 
various boards named on the Control Com- 
mittee. A considerable amount of resent- 
ment is felt throughout the South of 
Ireland. 


ROSSLARE DIVERSION. 

The position was explained by Mr. 
Richard Wallace, the Chairman of the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners, in conversa- 
tion with me. He pointed out that, as 
Cork was probably the most important 
port in the Free State for the export of 
agricultural products, it was decidedly 
unfair that the city should have no voice 
in a national scheme of this character. 
Already, he said, the railways had 
diverted a certain amount of traffic from 
the port through the Rosslare-Fishguar¢d 
rgute, and apparently they now desired 
té encourage and develop the rade 
ketween Dublin and cross-Channel ports. 
The remainder of the Free State, de- 
clared Mr. Wallace, can no longer ignoro 
this increasing principle of centralisatics, 
and with the view of combating this 
campaign against our port the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners intend calling a 
conference of the various parties con- 
cerned. 


CORK SAILINGS. 

Mr. Wallace also told me that, although 
there are only tri-weekly sailings between 
Cork: and Liverpool, the City of Cork 
Steam Packet Company would be prepared 
to. increase this service if the traffic 
warranted any change, and, as a matter 
of fact, a large number of extra sailings 
have been found necessary during the past 
few months to cope with the live-stock 
traffic. 

Cork’s antagonism towards the scheme, 
for the reasons stated. is supported to a 
large degree by the other ports, and Mr. 
Wallace appeals to people in the South 
and = of Ireland to remain alive to 
their own interests and trade through tho 
ports in their own districts.

At a special meeting of the Kerry County 
Council (Mr. J.. McSweeny, Chairman, pre- 
siding) the report of Mr. Quigley on the 
recent sworn inquiry held by him into the 
subject of the frauds on the- Roads Depart- 
mert of the Council, as a result of which 
three of the Council officials are undergoing 
terms of imprisonment, was submitted to the 
Council and discussed at considerable length. 

In the course of a covering letter the 
Minister states that he has come to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Delahunty’s (County 5ur- 
veyor) administration was of too low a stan- 
dard, and that fruitful results cannot be 
looked for from that officer. Before taking 
further action in regard to him he desires to 
atiord Mr. Delahunty an opportunity of con- 
sidering his position and his relations with 
the County Council, 

As regards the report under the head, 
road Giaiatration generally in County 
Kerry, there is, it will be noted, a general 
opinion that very poor value was being given 
for the money expended on the roads, that 
the present methods are unsuitable and a 
waste of money, that control is slacker in 
the South than in the North, and that neither 
of the County Surveyors can effectually con- 
trol direct labour as worked in Kerry. 

THE RESOLUTION. | 

After a lengthy discussion, on the motion 
of Miss Breen, seconded by Mr, I. 
’Connor, the County Council passed a re- 
solution unanimowly conveying to the 
Minister the Council's appreciation of the 
manner in which Mr. Delahunty, under the 
most difficult circumstances, performed his 
duties, and its firm belief that the frauds 
committed by trusted officers of this Council 
which were the subject of the inquiry, could 
not easily be detected by Mr. Delahunty in 
view of the other heavy duties which had to 
be performed by him. The Counci] exonerates 
Mr. Delahunty from any blame in connection 
with the frauds referred to, and with the 
approval of the Minister the Council propose 
that Mr. Delahunty shall immediatély submit 
to the Council and the Department a scheme 
by which he proposes to keep a check on 
material supplied to the Council in future, 
and the manner in which he proposes te 
superintend and see to the carrying out of 
the work in his area.

Mr. Brian O’Higgins said that a sacrifice 
was needed to raise funds to carry on the 
fight, and he suggested that each of them 
should sacrifice some luxury during the coming 
week for their country’s sake. 

MISS MacSWINEY'S VIEWS. 

Miss Mary MacSwiney said that no matter 
what people might say the people had no 
right to do wrong, and they had no right to 
surrender their rights at the ballot boxes. 
Every vote given for the English Free State 
was not a valid vote; it was just a scrap of 
paper; it was not lawful, and it had no 
binding force. The only people in this 
country who had a right to rule it were the 
members of Dail Eireann who had remained 
faithful to the country and io the Army of 
the Republic. The young men of the Irish 
tepublican Army were being plagued and 
persecuted in the hope of tiring them out. 

‘The day was nearer than they thought when 
England would be at war again. Some said 
it would be America and others Russia, or 
it might start in the East. When that day 
came they would be asked to go and fight 
for England, but they should remember that 
their first allegiance was to Ireland. '

a further ten per cent. reduction for new 
entrants. The history of the company 
from 1922 to 1929 was a decline in re- 
ceipts, and the only remedy proposed by 
those gentlemen, who professed to be 
able to manage efficiently the transport 
system of the country, was to reduce 
wages. He wanted to know why those 
gentlemen had not taken steps to increase 
receipts. 

In pursuance of their policy of cutting 
down, the directors had given instruc- 
tions to the management to dispense with 
121 drivers and 11 cleaners. The direc- 
tors’ ultimatum was an absolute challenge 
to the whole principle of trade unionism. 
It was a deliberate flouting of all agree- 
ments, and, taking it into conjunction 
with the Great Northern Railway in their 
treatment of shopmen, one could only 
infer that the railway authorities were 
working for an industrial upheaval. He 
advised the men not to be led away. 


' READY FOR ANYTHING.” 

He was not over-fond of strikes, but 
there were times when it was necessary 
to use the strike weapon, and to use it 
quickly, to prevent injustice. However, 
the Irish workers would be consulted, and 
their wishes would be met, but he 
assured them that the N.U.R. would 
leave nothing that was humanly possible 
undone in their effort to preserve their 
conditions. 

Mr. H. G. Mitchell, Organising Secre 
tary, N.U.R., said that no one could deny 
that the men had done everything they 
could to meet the companies in their 
difficulties, but the time had come when 
a halt must be called.

MR. DE VALERA’S ECONOMICS. 
TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Mr. de Valera’s proposals for a self- 
contained Ireland are, no doubt, practicabie 
enough. It will be good for the health of the 
whole population to return to a diet of oat- 
meal, Cuttermilk, potatoes, beans and Irish 
bacon. Wheat bread, except in small 
quantities, will not be available; for, if wheat 
in sufficient bulk to furnish the necessary 
supplies for the present population is ever to 
be grown in Ireland, this will only be possible 
by the production of a new species of wheat 
which will ripen under average Irish weather 
conditions. As a prelude to an era of Republi- 
can power, I suggest that the party make a 
handsome donation for research in wheat- 
growing to the Royal Dublin Society. 

I think it may be asked—and nobody does 
seem to ask the question—how and in what 
manner will our Irish population be better off 
when the Republican millennium has come to 
pass. We shall obvietsly have a restricted 
choice of food, clothing and all the other 
necessaries and luxuries of life. We shall be 
largely cut off from the thought and learning 
of other countries, but, according to the 
prem of the Republican leader, we shall 


iave an increased and a wealthier population. . 


Actually, however, all wealth comes from the 
agricultural products of the soil. Production 
of surplus food precedes the formation of an 
industrial population. No man who does not 
cultivate the soil can eat till some cultivator 
has produced surplus food for him to live on— 
a latitude, me sot but one generally lost 
sight of. All wealth is first produced in the 
form of food. If the farmer produces but 
little more than is necessary for his own 
subsistence, as has happened in Russia, the 
industrialist starves. If the farmer dislikes 
or distrusts the industrialist’s paper money, 
asin Hungary, or considers the industrialist’s 
products as poor value for his money—as 
again in Russia—the farmer ceases to produce 
and the industrialist starves. If the farmer is 
to be subsidised to produce, the subsidy 
must come eventually from the farmer's 
pocket; the dog is to eat his own tail. What 
population can the soil of Saorstat Eireann 
carry on its own food products? It would be 
wise of the Republicans, and indeed also of 
the Government, to ascertain. This would be 
an extensive and complicated inquiry, but in 
its essence no different to ascertaining how 
many cows can be carried on a hundred acres 
of land. | 

It appears probable that here in the Free 
State no real surplus food exists other than 
sufficient to just sustain a portion of our non- 
agricultural population. We export high- 
grade food and in return import a larger bulk 
of low-grade food—margarine against butter, 
wheat against barley, fat meat against store 
cattle, etc. The balance is made up by our 
income from foreign investments, which 
enables a section of our population to live on 
Argentine wheat, American bacon, French 
wines, etc., without corresponding exports. 

A differential income tax, as proposed hy 
the Republican Party, would undoubtedly 
result in the immediate emigration of the 
bulk of the class drawing their incomes from 
foreign investments. If the foreign invest- 
ments represent a capital sum of £200,000,000, 
let us assume that the owners of half that 
sum emigrate. Is there any certainty that 
Irish we Speyfh could absorb capital repre- 
senting the other half? £100,000,000 is a 
large sum to be absorbed by existing factories 
in Ireland. In any case it is obvious that the 
interest on this sum, which now comes from 
the poclets of foreigners, would then have to 
come out of the pockets of the farmers. 

Let us hope that the Economic Committee 
now sitting will thoroughly investigate these 
vital matters. If they can only at the outset 
grasp these elementary facts which underlie 
all economics and actually decide the course 
of trade, and are not led aside hy red 
herrings of detail, there will be some hope 
for the country. The improvement of our 
agriculture and the abolition of useless duties. 
which provide but little revenue and ehhance 
the price of all the farmer buys, will do more 
to set this country on its feet than any other 
measures. 

Let the Government, whether it be the 
present one or a Republican Government, 
spend money lavishly and wisely on agricul- 
tural research, on the education of our young 
farmers and their families, on the improve- 
ment of our stock, cattle, pigs and poultry. 
Let them turn a deaf ear to the bleating of 
the handful of industrialists for tariffs for the 
protection of this and that. Let them realise 
that emigration is a symptom not of decay 
but of virility; and in a few years this land 
of ours will be as prosperous as it is possible 
for it to be. When agricultural development 
has reached its highest level, when we have 
captured the markets now held by the Dane, 
the Dutchman and the American, then will 
be the time for some careful experiments in 
the nursing of one or two selected industries 
by means of tariffs, 

We are all agreed on the desirability of 
retaining the Irish language. It may, indeed,

be shown that, as Irish aneesiog has decayed, 
so has the wealth, both spiritual and material, 
of Ireland increased ; but that is no argument 
against & revival of Irish. The misfortune is 
that the Gaelic pom sis have, in their enthu- 
siasm, adopted, and persuaded the Govern- 
ment to adopt, those measures most calculated 
to kill the language. To force a difficult 
language, not commonly spoken in the home, 
on young children is asking for trouble. We 
have around us, however, a precious and per- 
manent heritage in our place names. ese 
shuuld serve as a fulcrum for the lever which 
is to revive the Irish sos 0 M and make us 
a bilingual nation. Festina lente. Drop all 
Irish except teaching for the moment, with 
the exception of half an hour daily devoted to 
learning, as a vocabulary, the meaning of the 
Irish place names and the words for common 
objects of daily use. Irish words, so learned, 
will never be forgotten, will be used in the 
home, and will form a basis on which more 
extended instruction in Irish can be firmly 
planted.—Yours, etc., “ ApExX,”’

Sirn,—In reply to Canon Thompson's 
inquiry, the writers referred to as being oi 
the school of classical English economists are 
usually Adam Smith, Malthus, Ricardo, John 
Stuart Mill and also Fawcett and Cairnes. 
These are the principal ones, any way. As 
to the second part of his query, the non. 
Catholic writers I had in mind were Ingram, 
Cobbett and Tawney. I think that, if he 
will refer to Ingram’s ‘‘ History of Political 
Economy’’ (Chapters IV. and YV.) and to 
Cobbett's ‘‘ History of the Reformation’’ 
(especially the preface and Chapters VII. and 
XI.), and to Tawney’s “ Religion and the 
Rise of Capitalism’’ (Chapters IT]. and IV.), 
he will see that my statement is correct. 
Also I might mention Adams and Thorald 
Rogers, and there are others, too. These 
are all non-Catholic. The work of Thorald 
Rogers to which I refer is his *‘ Economic 
Interpretation of History.” 

The main pvinciples of the teachings of 
the chief writers of the school of classical 
Knglish economists are set out in Palgrave’s 
“Dictionary of Political Economy’”’ (three 
vols.), under the. heading  “ Classical 
Economists.” An able exposition of the 
subject from the Catholic point of view is 
presented to us by Charles S. Devas in his 
great work, “ Political Economy’ (Long-

HEDGE SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISII TIMES. 

Srr,—It seems that the hedge school 
masters were possessed of such knowledge as 
had been handed down among the people, 
from the days of the old Celtic schools, 
which were taught by hereditary teaching 
families, supported by grants of tribal land— 
schools which existed as late as the seven- 
teenth century. In 
Code, and before the introduction of com- 
pulsory education and State schools, the 
hedge school masters did their best to supply 
the demand for popular education. Their 
only remuneration was 3d., 2d., or even ld., 
a week, paid by every pupil, and the sods of 
turf brought to supply the fire. 

The ability and learning of these poor 
teachers must have varied greatly. Never- 
theless, their knowledge and efficiency seems 
often to have been very remarkable. We 
read that in 1801 Kerry peasants, unable to 
Speak English, were good Latin scholars, and 
among the Wicklow mountains, not long ago, 
I Jearnt, in conversation with a man from a 
small cottage, that his mother, who was 
dead, had known Latin, -had often pointed 
out the mariner’s star and the constella- 
tions; that he had seen her explain an 
eclipse with a ball and a candle, and that 
she could write a hand ‘‘ you could read across 
a field.” She got her learning in a hedge 
school, and the fee was 1d. a week. 

There is a considerable amount of docu- 
mentary evidence for the period 1764-1818 
as to the opinions of people regarding these 
schools and the work they did. both for and 
against. ‘‘ State Policy in Irish Education,” 
by the Rev. Dr. Corcoran, 8.J., gives some 
information on the subject of the hedge 
school, and another work by the same author, 
which I understand will shortly be published, 
will make available further evidence on this 
interesting subject. The whole story shows 
the greatest eagerness for knowledge and 
that a cultural education was part of the 
life of the people.—Yours, etc.,

The report issued from London, that the 
Constructive Finance and Investment Coin- 
pany have purchased the shares of Messrs. 
Gallaher, Limited, the famous tobacco factory 
at Belfast, has aroused much interest in 
commercial circles in Northern Ireland. 
Negotiations have been proceeding for some 
time, and it is understood that the purchase 
price will be several millions. 

The rise and development of Messrs. 
Gallaher’s is one of the romances of modern 
industry. The huge factory at Belfast, the 
largest individual factory of the kind ‘in the 
world, is a striking memorial to the energy 
and business ability of the late Mr. Thomas 
Gallaher, J.P., who was known as “The 
Tobacco ‘ King.’’’ Mr. Gallaher was born in 
the City of Londonderry in 1846, and was a 
member of a notable amily in the North- 
West. He began business at the age of 144 
years in a grocery establishment, but early 
saw the =. before the tobacco in- 
dustry. He started in a small way to manu- 
facture plug and other forms of tobacco 
which were fashionable at that time with the 
country people in Derry and Donegal. He 
not only made the tobacco, but acted as his 
own commercial traveller throughout 
Northern Ireland. After ten years’ effort he 
built up a steady business. 

EXPANSION. 

Instead of remaining content with his 
initial success, Mr. (Gallaher decided to 
extend his business, and while maintaining 
a grip upon the North-West estab- 
lished a factory in Belfast, where there 
were greater facilities for expanding his 
export trade. He built a factory in York 
street, on the site of the present huge building 
of the Belfast Co-Operative Society. His 
business steadily increased, and he was one 
of the first to take advantage of the change 
of fashion from the pipe to cigarettes. He 
soon had to seek larger premises, and, being 
a man who did not believe in doing things 
in a small way, he built the present factory 
in York street. Jt was then, and still is, the 
largest of its kind, equipped with all modern 
plant for the turning out of millions of 
cigarettes per day, and large quantities of 
well-known brands of tobacco. 

In 1896 the concern was formed into a 
limited liability company with a capital of 
£1,000,000. Branches were established in all 
the: principal centres of Great Britain, and 
the firm's tobacco and cigarettes found their 
way into remotest corners of the globe. The 
firm also boyght plantations and established 
factories in Kentuckey and Virginia, and in

Senator J. G. Douglas proposed the toast oí 
“The Chartered Insurance Institute” He 
said that he understood its function was 
mainly educational. Its object was, first of 
all, to make for efficiency among all persons 
counected with the insurance profession, and 
to enable insurance companies to serve the 
public in the best possible and widest manner. 
They could be certain of getting efficient and 
courteous information from officials on insur- 
ance matters, and it was largely to the Insti- 
tute that they owed that efficiency.

STATE OF LIMERICK COUNTY. 

The County of Limerick was potentially 
one of the richest areas in Ireland or the 
world, measured by its fitness to provide fe 
human beings what they required from dav 
to day in order to live. Its fertile soil at one 
time afforded a living to 530,000 people: to- 
day the population of the County and City ei 
Limerick was only 140,000. The area unde: 
corn had fallen from 935,000 acres in 1851 to 
10,000 acres; tillage had declined from 134,000 
acres to 28,000. They had now 246,000 caitle 
instead of 131.000 in 1851. Under the Fre 
State policy Limerick had gained 115,000 
cattle and lost 100,000 men and women. 

That was a consequence of acting on the 
ee free trade policy of buying in the 
cheapest market and selling in the dearest. 

They were faced with a further developinent 
of the process. In the opinion of the Jate 
Lord Bledisloe and well-known English agri- 
cultiralists the time was coming when all 
agricultural products, even butter. milk, eggs 
and potatoes could he imported from the 
ranches of South America at a lower cost than 
they could be produced in Great Britain. If 
that were true, theu the farmers would not be 
able in future to produce economically a 
single commodity. The practical effect would 
be to force them to replace al] small holdings 
by big ranches, and on that basis Ireland 
could be run well by a million people. 

WHEN FIANNA FAIL RULES. 

Fianna Fail was not prepared to sacrifice a 
great part of the remaining population fo: 
any such economic theory. It was nol 
necessary. In 1927 the Free State imported 
in agricultural products £25,000,000 sterling : 
the exports were £39,000,000. Most of the 
imports could be replaced by home products. 
if the home market was protected. 

When Fianna Fail got the mandate to do 
so they would give adequate protection te 
both farmers and manufacturers, choosing 
for each the methods of protection bes! 
calculated to enable the country to supply 
its own requiirements, strengthened by the 
knowledge that the only prosperous countries 
to-day were those which had. the foresig!:t 
to protect their own home markets.

CORK, Sunúow 

“ We are rapidly coming to the same state 
as the islands off our coasts,”’ said Mr. de 
Valera, addressing a meeting at Mallow 
ri tad. “ for the Blasket and the Arran 
slands are rapidly becoming depopulated.

although between the years 1851 and 1926 
the number of cattle in County Cork had 
increased from 247,211 to 507,510, the popu 
lation had dropped from 649,308 to 365,747. 

He said that the provision of employmen! 
was the only solution to the emigration 
nie, and challenged the views of the 
Minister of Agriculture that the future ©: 
the agricultural industry lay in securing 
larger foreign markets. 

FOLLY OF FREE TRADE. 

The folly of free trade, according to \)) 
de Valera, was shown in Great Britain, the 
home of that policy, where there were now 
one million and a half unemployed. — Ín 
France, where the Government was Protec- 
tionist, there were only a few thousands out 
of work, and a similar condition should pre- 
vail in this country.
